pioneers were the first settlers; 
The 


tact that only forty years lie "between; 
tho savage with his -war-pairit and 
scalping-knife, and the organ- grinder 
•with his his droning cylinder and red- 
skirted monkey, makes them one and 
tho same. 
'

In two months and fourteen days it 


will bo exactly forty-two years since I 
landed at the small hamlet that stood 
where now 
stands 
tho beautiful 


and wealthy manufacturing city of Ka- 
cine. That was only four years after 
Colonel Bird's party threaded its way 
ihrough the wilderness from Milwau- 
kee to this region ol! tho four lakes and 
commenced the building of the old cap- 
itol on the very spot where now stands 
yonder grand and and enduring pile. 


"What a wonderful contrast between 


then and now! Nothing 1 can say will 
so fully illustrate the matter, I think, 
.is a little story I have often heard my 
father tell. 


"When we landed at Kacine in August 


IS-ll, the steamer had to anchor outside 
and discharge her cargo by means of 
lighters. Among my father's freight 
was a new wagon Iresh and bright 
with red paint striped with black for 
the gear, mid, green paint stiped with 
white for the box. It was a good thing 
to have in that far-off: time for over- 
land transportation and it: you had a 
good pair of horses to hitch before it 
you could drive to church or market 
with perfect certainty that none of 
your neighbors would be able to throw 
dust in your eyes with a liner turnout. 


When the men threw the parts of the 


wagon from tlis steamer down upon 
the lighter one after another, it hap- 
pened that the forward bolster struck 
on one of the stakes and turned a sort 


' of i summerset on. the deck, which was 
just the motion to toss tho king-bolt 
out, and out it sailed find over tho edge 
oEc the lighter into twenty feet of water. 
That would not be a very serious mat- 
ter at the docks in Kacinu now, I 
should say, but at tint time there was 
not to be found in all tho place a piece 
iron large enough to'mako a king-bolt, 
and a careCully chosen hickory sapling 
cut from the not far oil' woods had to 
do duty in pla-.-e of the aquatic bolt in 
the mud of the harbor bottom. Only 
think of it! .An inch-and-n-half bolt a 
foot long an impossibility in Kacine! 
Is it (]uite evident that there has been 


progress, that going forward' has wit- 
nessed some grand triumphs in the last 
four decades? 
How have they been 


achieved? 
Do broad valleys, fertile 


plains, and wooded hills ribbed with 
sleeping quarries, of their own accord 
take on the new forms of the new days ? 
Do streams that leap down the shelving 
rocks and go-laughing away to the sea, 
turn any man's wheel of their cnyn 
sweet will ? Do woods vanish and grain- 
fields appear at the waving of a dry- 
ad's wand? Iu a word, does civiliza- 
tion supersede savagery without work? 


I fancy not, and these white-haired 


patriarchs who listen to me know very 
well how all these things came to pass. 
They know exactly how county utter 
comity has become a garden sinco they 
themselves found them a wilderness in 
pioneer times. They know that it has 
come by hard labor, self-denial, and 
economic thrift. 
They know'that it 


hits come so suddenly and grandly be- 
cause of the character Of the men who 
faced tho west forty years ago. '.What 
sort of men were they ?

When ICew York's great statesman 


H. Sewaid, was west 
jnst'bel'orethe war, when only twenty 
of these-forty years-1 am' considering, 
had elapsed, he made a speech in this 
city, which some no douut remember, 
and drew out this very fact and, con- 
fessing his surprise, declared that in 
coming -west he thought he was getting 
away irpm home but had simply reach- 
ed1 his "own! people in a new home.

This is-tho sort of material which 


largely furnishes the membership of 
the Old Settlers' Association of this 
goodly State. But the men -vyho were 
pioneers in this sense have paid the for- 
feits that inevitably go - with pioneer- 
ship in any and every sense. 
To be a 


pioneer is to be a marked man, if not 
.1 man .of mark.. It is not a light thing 
to be-first anywhere, since to be lirst in 
a, cause that succeeds'is glorious, and'to 
bu a leader in' a "failure,-'is ignominy and, 
ind oblivion. There is no difficulty in 
joing in first, however,—the difficulty 
.ies in winning, Past as .we go .ahead,- 
the world really loiters along'-;at'--time's 
waiting for the'arriyal of. thtf.pioneers 
in thought arid action M-.tio can .Llaxe 
their way to success" without danger 
of' failing. 
In- every 'lielcl of human 


activity it is'th'e'.pioneer"wh"o lias laid 
the; world under-the heaviest obliga- 
tions.' "Tli'e:fact-is the occupation -has 
always been'a "dangerous one. 


• To think a new'thought and bravely 
tell and'defend'it, Is as dangerous as to 
discover -ancl • settle a new country. 
When a'mail" firids and utters a new 
truth before the time is ripe for it, he 
offers a bounty on his own head. 
To 


see to-day-what the world will see to- 
morrow and proclaim it, is to make 
yourself a leader with an abundant fol- 
lowing; but to say to this generation 
what only the next will appreciate, is 
to-make sure of stripes and the pillory. 
When one g^es out into tho wilderness 
of the unknown and stakes out his 
claim he can't always tell just how far 
behind the crowd is, and whether he 
will be a herb"or a heretic, a victorious 
leader oru- foolhardy adventurer, de- 
pends upon 'his knowledge of distance. 


One's head never goes to the block be- 


cause he is an old fogy and behind his 
day and generation, but being a pio- 
neer-at long-range has often been fatal. 


Socrates 
"drank 
the 
deadly 


hemlock for no other reason. 
Galileo 


went, to prison and afterwards endured 
a bigoted surveilance among his - -Flor- 
entine hills, simply because, ho was 
wiser than • his sovereign and Ser- 
vetus wai burned at the ssake because 
he was bom too soon. In these days 
Dai-win and Huxley, and Tyndall and 
Wallace, and .Collyer and Swing and 
Thomas are simply paying the penal- 
ties of their pioneership. "When a poet 
events born into the world with a new 
song-'on his lips he is in great danger. 
It is not at all certain yet whether the 
notes of Walt Whitman constitute song 
or a "barbaric-yawp." • 


Nevertheless if you wish to draw in", 


prize in the lottery of Itfe you must, 
take the chances of drawing a blank, 
and only men-with the nerve to risk 
defeat ever'win battles where the vic- 
tory is valuable. 
This will serve to show my apprecia- 
tion of the men who are old settlers 
and pioneers, and also how I look upon 
•the risks they took when they started 
•out to make homes, farms, communi- 
ties, and a State out of the raw mater- 
ial. However, it must be obvious that 
as yet I have only touched this theme 
in its general aspects. Let us see if I 
can get a little' nearer to it.

have been long ago left behind in the 
race of life. 
- 
The men and women who were boys 


and girls in this State thirty, .thirty- 
live, or forty years ago' owe a debt of 
gratitude they will never be able to dis- 
charge, to that older generation that so 
generously remembered the future as 
well as the past, and laid securely the 
foundations of education and religion 
as well as the foundations of worm 
fences and log-barns. 
It is often remarked that tbe 


thing any school can do for boys and 
girls is to beget in them..the desire to 
know, and that the second best tiling is 
to'teach them. h'bw. to wisely gratify 
that desire unaided 'and ' alone; and 
those are the very two-things that the 
old-fashioned winter district school did 
for us, when all the older scholars were 
gathered in and their minds concentra- 
ted on the few things that were re- 
quired oC them. The truth may as well 
be divulged here and now, as at any 
time and place. 
Though we have 


gone ahead in many respects-and im- 
proved things wonderfully, still I want 
to say that grading all the difficulties 
out of the arithmetic does not particu- 
larly {advantage the pupil, and that 
weeding all the hard words out of the 
reader does not improve the pupil's 
power to master new matter. 
"We are 


allin too much of a hurry now. Xo 
pupil has time now to tug at a difficult 
problem or grammatical construction 
for a.week, and yet that very sort of 
thing did good service in the old log 
school-houses. It is doing that is pro- 
fiiable'-and nothing is more barren than 
knowing.':without acting. 
1 can not 


stop to go thoroughly into this matter 
bxft I'may say that is is not an unmixed 
blessing to purchase information for 
the mass of pupils at the cost of power 
in the fe\y who can grow strong over- 
coming difficulties. 


So far, Mr. President, and thus much 


while these gray-haired mothers have 
been wondering, douotless, 
whether 


they really had any share in the grand 
work I have so faintly shadowed forth, 
—while the grandmothers, to whom 1 
have not referred at all, have been won- 
dering whether it is possible for such 
marvels to be achieved in this world 
and women be entitled to no recognition. 
QAh,mothers and wives, sisters and 
sweethearts of the old pioneers! I have 
not forgotten you for a -moment from 
the first,—I have only taken things in 
their order, and the last shall be lirst 
and the lirst shall be last. 1 believe the 
work of man precedes, not exceeds the 
work of women. The labor of man is 
simply lirst, not best. We must have 
wheat before we can have bread, wool 
iieforewecan have stocking-yarn,—corn 
before Jonny-cake, and a house before 
we can have a homo. 


We must have amorning in tho for- 
est before we can have an afternoon in 
;he llower-garden. The husband must 
go to mill before the wife can invite him 
.odine. The man must put on the back- 
.og before the woman can dust up the 
Dearth and set out the nuts and cider. 
L'say again,—the man's work precedes, 
not exceeds the woman's. 


My friends, what is a lever good for 


without a fulcrum, and of what use is 
i snatch-block with no place to anchor 
t?- Is it the string or bow that speeds 
;he. arrow? Isn't a small sphere ot'lead 
a very harmless thing without the pow- 
der? What are paddle-wheels without
